Sometime in tbo month of November, 1876, 
•Tames Singleton, a ■well-known citizen of 
J.iucoln, Piacer county, suddenly disappeared. 
The mystery surrounding this disappearance 
appeared unfathomable. The publications of 
the time cote the circumstance at first under 
startling head-line?, which diminish gradually 
as time wears on, and with a final obscure 
paragraph to the effect that nothing more 
concerning the matter is ever likely to be 
known, the m atter is lost to view. 
I t was 
but one of the many hundred cases of “ a 
missing m an” which attract the attention in 
head-lines in turning the files of a daily paper, 
and as such the waters of silence and forgetful­ 
ness had apparently closed over it forever. 
But all these years justice and judgment 
were waiting the startling revelations of 
truth, as it wa3 slowly but surely working its 
way from the profound depths of a dark mys­ 
tery into the avenging light. All these years 
the corpse of J ames Singleton lay buried in a 
grave over twenty feet deep, where his murderer 
had hid it from view, vainly hoping that the 
earth would keep his dread secret safe. All 
there years the murderer of James Singleton 
has looked into the fices of the searchers for 
the missing man, with tbo bloody secret of 
Lis fate buried deep in his guilty heart. But 
the deepest grave cannot hide the truth from 
avenging justice. A t last the earth has told 
its secret, and the mystery surroundiug the 
disappearance of James Singleton stands re­ 
vealed as one of the foulest murders in all the 
criminal annals of this State. For several 
days the R e c o r d U n io s has been in posses­ 
sion of the suspicions and facts, hut has re­ 
ír Joed from publication of them in the in­ 
terest of justice. On yesterday the murderer 
of James Singleton was arrested, and the 
thrilling chapter of horror may now be laid 
before the public. The special reporter of 
the R e c o r d U n io n , who was detailed to work 
up this case, returned from Lincoln yester­ 
day, bringing the full detailed accounts of 
the finding of the body of James Singleton, 
the steps in progress for the arrest of A. S. 
Niles, the murderer, and the full transcrip­ 
tion of the testimony taken before the Cor­ 
oner’s inquest, which follow. 
THE TERRIBLE DETAILS. 
The facts in relation to this terrible affair, 
and the parties unfortunately connected with 
it, are as follows : In the year 1831 or 1832 
AmbroseS. Niles and James SiDgloton, then 
friends and neighbors in Wisconsin, came 
overland across the continent together, m at 
ing the trip with teams, at that time the only 
method of overland travel. 
Having arrived 
upon this coast, they scon after located near 
each ether in the vicinity of Lincoln and con­ 
tinued fast friends. Niles here pre-empted 
a piece of Land abcut four miles west of Lin­ 
coln, and settled upon it, while Singleton, to 
remain near by and cnioy tha associations of 
his ol.l neighbor, entered a3 a farm-hand 
in the employ of Hollis Newton, who owned 
and resided 
upon 
the adjoining ranch. 
They 
lived 
side 
by 
side until about 
1SG4, when Singleton, wishing to see more of 
the coast ar.d faster increase his fortune, took 
a trip, daring which he went to Nevada. 
He returned, however, a few months subse­ 
quently, and after visiting his old friend 
Niles, again went to work for Mr. Newton 
and remained with him about three years. 
Meantime, Singleton, by industry and from 
being a man of good and economical habits, 
had saved up quite a snug little sum of 
money, ail of which, at Niles’ request, was 
loaned by Singleton to him. To this was 
added his subsequent earnings, until he held 
the obligations of Niles for a sum between 
two and three thousand dollars, bnt the exact 
amount of which is not thus far known. 
Singleton subsequently came to Sacramento, 
and was employed at Tolls’ livery stable, on 
K street, between Sixth and Seventh, two or 
three yeai^.and was afterwards connected 
with one or two other livery 3tables in the 
city. 
From this time to the fatal occurrence 
in 1376, his place of residence was divided be­ 
tween Sacramento and Oakland, occasionally 
goirg to Lincoln and remaining a few weeks 
at a time, stopping with Newton, Niles, and 
with other acquoinlances. 


THE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE 
O f Singleton occurred in 1876. For Bome 
little time previous it was known by several 
of Singleton’s friends that he had asked Niles 
for the money due from him, and felt some­ 
what uneasy about its security. He had writ 
ten to parties to ascertain the condition of 
Niles’ affairs, and conversed with others. 
Finally in the latter part of November, 1876, 
he went to Lincoln to collect the money, and 
so informed two or three of his more intimate 
friends upon reaching there. 
He arrived at 
Liacoln by the afternoon train from Sacra­ 
mento, and took dinner in town with an old 
friend, promising to return and see them 
again in two cr three days. After conversing 
with other parties, and remaining in town 
two or three hours, he went to Niles’ place, 
riding with a party who lived in the neighbor­ 
hood. He was invited that afternoon to visit 
at two or three cf the neighbors during his 
stay, and promised appointments to do so, 
setting the times two or three days subse­ 
quent. He was to join in a Thanksgiving 
dinner, which occasion was near at hand, with 
the family of Mr. Reeves, a nesr neighbor of 
Niles’ and arranged to board there in case he 
was delayed in obtaining his money from 
Niles. SiDgleton not answering to any of 
these engagements, and not being seen any­ 
where, the query wa3 raised among the 
neighbors within three, or four day3 in rela­ 
tion to his whereabouts. I t was known that 


a day or two after he had reached there he 
had gone with Niles to Sheridan, which was 
the last day he was in the neighborhood. 
Niles soon after, in answer to inquiries, stated 
that Singleton when at Sheridan. 


JUMPED UPON THE CARS 
And started for Marysville. 
It was soon 
after ascertained that David Long, who re­ 
sided near Sheridan, saw Singleton in the 
wagon 
with 
Niles 
when 
on 
the way 
home 
from Sheridan on the evening of 
the time referred to. Interviewed again, 
Niles repeated the statement that Singleton 
did not return with him from Sheridan, and 
explained his going to Marysville by saj ing 
that Singleton had got into complications 
about a married woman below, and that he 
didn’t know what to do with himself, and was 
about half crazy. 
The train, of course, 
did not stop at Sheridan but two cr three 
minutes, but it took Niles over twenty 
minutes to relate what Singleton Bald to him 
after the arrival of the train and before he 
left upon it. During that time Niles said he 
told him where all his things could be found 
in case he was never eeen again. Suspicions 
were now more strongly aroused, and it was 
remembered that on the day following the 
trip to Sheridan Niles had had his hired man, 
Mr. Ropp, fill up an abandoned well on his 
premises, although i: was stated that it was 
simply done to prevent stock from falling 
into i t ; and Ropp, in answer to inquiries, 
said there was nothing in the bottom of the 
well when he filled it up, as he could plainly 
see over the bottom, and Ropp was entirely 
above being suspected. 
On the morning 
after the trip to Sheridan Ropp noticed that 
the wagon Niles went with was badly broken 
np, but Niles explained it by saying that 
while on the way home he ran over the side 
of Coon creek bridge, about four miles away, 
and made a bad smash up. As Ropp was

strange, and when he had completed the fill­ 
ing he followed the track. After going forty 
or fifty rods he came to a windmill at which 
Niles was at work repairing, and then saw 
that the wagon cf which he was following 
the track had been smashed np by running 
against the corner of the windmill frame. 
Ropp at ones knew it wa3 Niles’ wagon, as 
bran was scattered around on the ground 
promiscuously and this was Niles’ load from 
Sheridan. Ropp thereupon said to Niles, 
“ This is a h—1 of a way off from Coon creek 
bridge!” Niles replied, “ Now don't you 
say anything about this to a person living, 
for I want to sell my team, and if it gets oat 
that they run away I can’t sell them.” 
Ropp, however, seeing that Niles had lied 
to him, told one of the neighbors of the cir­ 
cumstance, and this, in connection with the 
filling up of the well, strongly aroused a 
suspicion that Singleton had been put oat 
of the way by Niles 
at 
that 
place. 
Various other matters continued to come to 
light, which increased the feeling and fears of 
the neighbors, and which are mostly inclnd d 
in the testimony taken at the inquest, which 
is given below. 
Among these it was noticed 
that Niles was wearing Singleton’s gold 
watch, but which was explained by both 
Ni!e3 and his wife, saying it was presented 
by Singleton to Niles’ little boy. A short time 
after, Niles presented an account of Single­ 
ton’s sgent, Reeves, to the latter for pay­ 
ment, but wa3 refused until Sirg’etou’s order 
was presented. Nothing further was ever heard 
of the matter. 
About this time, in various 
conversations with different people, Niles 
made 
CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS 
As to the whereabouts of Singleton. These 
statements now become important elements of 
evidence. Duringallthistim e there were maDy 
to beliiva that Niles had murdered Singleton; 
but all lines of investigation had their begin­ 
ning at the old well, and Nile3 owned the 
land. In the meantime the field in which 
the well was located had been plowed and 
Bowod and harvested, and all trace of its lo­ 
cation had been lost. The bones of Single­ 
ton lay twenty feet deep, and no plow-share 
would turn them np ; so at last Niles sold 
the place, feeling sure that his secret was 
safely hidden from man in the heart of the 
earth. But about two months ago the wit- 
n;s», Brown, bad learned of the transaction 
with Stoll concerning the note. Here was 
more of the property belongiog to Singleton 
being used and 
appropriated by Niles. 
Brown returned to Lincoln determined to 
have the old well excavated. He impressed 
his views upon some of the good people of 
that place, who volunteered to bear the ex­ 
pense of digging to the bottom of the well. 


SEARCHING FOR THE REMAINS. 
Last Thursday a party consisting of L. B. 
Adams, hi. B. Heryeford, C. S. Hotchkiss, 
John Purcell and Luther Jarris began the 
work 
of 
excavation. 
The 
spot 
was 
found 
after 
some 
search by ' a slight 
depression in the ground, and digging ioon 
showed that the right locality bad been 
found. They continued work until Friday at 
2 P. m., when they came upon beards laid 
quite regularly like a rude floor. Most cf the 
party said, “ Here is the bottom, and no 
body has been found." Bnt one of them 
thought the regularity of the ¡flooring a sus­ 
picious circumstance, and persuaded his com­ 
rades to continue the search. They proceeded 
lower down, and they found two and a half 
feet of earth. They then came upon boards, 
6ticks and trash irregularly thrown in. These 
being removed another floor of hoards was 
found. In this caso one end of each board 
was higher. 
L’pon raising eñe of these the 
legs of a human body were discovered. 
THEIR SEARCH HAD BEEN REWAP""T> BY THE 


DISCOVERY 
Of the body of James Singleton. They at 
once stopped the process of exhuming the 
body, and notified tha Coroner, Mr. J. D. 
Redfem, and the District Attorney, W. B. 
Lardner. They did not further uncover the 
body, but a guard was placed over the well, 
which remained on duty all night. 
The 
Coroner on Saturday morning took charge of 
the work of exhumation, and by 9 o’clock the 
remains 
were brought 
to 
the suiface. 
The 
news 
of the finding of the body 
spread throughout the country, and the 
most 
intense excitement 
prevailed 
on 
Friday 
night 
and 
Saturday 
morning. 
The body was taken into the town of Lin­ 
coln at 12 o’clock, and the streets of the town 
were thronged with excited people. In this 
connection it is noteworthy that not a word 
of all this was seat out of the town. The 
special repoiter of the R ecord-UxroN was on 
the ground, acting with tbe cflicers. 
B ut 
the murderer had not been arrested, and a 
single word of what was going on might give 
him warning and enable him to elude the 
officers of the law. The people felt we’l as­ 
sured that the R ecobd-U nion would act dis­ 
creetly, and no one was f ound willing to permit 
a word of information to go outside the imme­ 
diate neighborhood. 


THE CONDITION OF THE SKELETON REMAINS 
Was in an advanced stage of decomposition. 
The skull had been literally mashed. But 
small portions could be found, and these 
showed plainly the forcible breaking rather 
than a state of decomposition. The frontal 
upper jaw was intact and showed the places* 
of the two or three remaining snags of upper 
teeth, which produced a familiar character­ 
istic of appearance in the deceased when liv­ 
ing, and afforded a strong point of identifica­ 
tion. A heavy, snuff-covered olercoaf, which 
L still enwrapped the remains, retained its 


texture and color. The undercoat and vest 
of black diagonal goods were well preserved 
and roadily identified. The pants, of light 
tweed, had almost entirely disappeared, only 
a few square inches of the material being 
found. The boots appeared almost perfect 
when taken oat, bat after a brief exposure 
opened at a seam which ran from the toe up 
the center of the instep, but otherwise re­ 
main intact. 
THE INQUEST. 
An inquest was held at Lincoln on Satur­ 
day afternoon by J . D. Redfem, Coroner of 
Placer county, before a 
jury composed 
of E. Jarvis, Dr. John Rea, H. C. Johnson, 
John Haeney, T. H. Jeter, Elisha Heryford 
and Newel Cates. 
The examination was 
conducted by District Attorney W. B. Lard­ 
ner, of Placer county. 
The testimony, in 
response to interrogations, was as follows : 


JOHN PURCELL, 
The first witness, was sworn and testified as 
follows : I have seen the remains in the care 
of the Coroner, and have examined them and 
the clothing found with them. 
From my 
examination, and according to my judgment, 
they are the remains of James Singleton. 
My reasons for that conclusion are, from the 
teeth and the boots which were found upon 
him and the number of them. 
I last saw 
Mr. Singleton in the month of November, 
five years ago this fall, at Mr. Reeves’ place, 
adjoining tbe ranch where the remains were 
found. I cannot give the exact date, but it 
was in November. I had known him three 
years or more at that time. 
I know a man 
named Ambrose S. Niles. 
I heard him tell 
where Singleton went to from Lincoln at the 
time he was last eeen here. 
He said he took 
him from his place to SberidaD, from which 
place Singleton expected to go to Sacramento; 
that he left him at Sheridan, which was tbe 
last he saw of him. The June following I 
wa3 working for Mr. Niles, and he said Single­ 
ton before leaving his house had one of Niles’ 
children on hi3 lap, and the child was play­ 
ing with Singleton’s watch, when Singleton 
eaid to the child, “ This was your pa’s watch 
once, and I will now give it to you to wear 
when you become a man,” and sosayirggave 
it to the child. I believe Singleton had pur­ 
chased the watch from Niles some time pre­ 
vious. Singleton appeared to be feeling bad, 
Mr. Niles said, about the time ho gave him 
the watch. This gift of the watch to the 
child, Niles said, was the day before he took 
Niles to Sheridan. Mr. Niles told me sub­ 
sequently that the la3t he heard from Single­ 
ton was at Prescott, Arizona, to which nlace 
he went from Sacramento. 
He said Single­ 
ton wrote that he was in poor health down 
there and didn’t expect to live. 
Mr. Niles 
made this statement the June following Sin­ 
gleton’s disappearance. 
I never saw the 
watch mentioned in Nilas’ possession. 


G. GRAY 
Testified that he knew James Singleton. 
I was under the impression, said he, that it 
was four years ago that I last saw him here ; 
he then had on a black coat and vest, light 
colored pants and a black hat. 
I had a con­ 
versation with him, and he remarked about 
A. S. Niles owing him somo money, bnt did 
not say how much ; the conversation occurred 
by his asking me how Mr. Niles was fixed 
financially. [The clothing exhumed with the 
deceased was here exhibited to the witness.] 
He continued : These are of the same color 
as those worn by Singleton at the time re­ 
ferred to, but I could not identify’ them any 
further than that, except that I think if I 
was locking for his overcoat I would readily 
have decided upon thi3 one ; I am satisfied 
that It is the one he had upon his arm when 
we had our conversation. [The small piece 
of the pants which were four.d - with the re­ 
mains was shown (o witness.] This pieca 
is 
tha 
same, 
a 
light 
tweed 
goods, 
as those he had on. 
I remember very 
distinctly about our conversation at this time 
about Niles owing him, and that he had come 
to makes an effort to get it, for Niles also 
owed me between two and three hundred dol­ 
lars, and I was anxious to make sure cf get­ 
ting my pay, and so did not say much to Sin­ 
gleton about how Niles’ matter.-) were. 
I 
wanted to get my pay first. 
I made an ef­ 
fort, and Niles paid me a few days after­ 
wards. The suspicions in regard to the mat­ 
ter of Singleton’s disappearance has not, it 
seems, been very generally known, for I 
never heard anything about it until this 
morning, and I supposed he was still at Sac­ 
ramento. 
MRS. CASSIDY 
Was the next witness: I knew James Single­ 
ton. I saw him last in November, and I 
think it was in 1873; it was just before 
Thanksgiving, I remember. 
He stopped at 
our house, having jnst come from the cars; 
he was an old friend of ours, and took dinner 
with us. 
I t was the day he came to Lincoln 
to go to see Mr. Niles about his money. 
He 
had a dark, heavy overcoat on his arm ; I 
remember it distinctly, because we joked him 
about having such a heavy overcoat when it 
was warm weather up here. 
Iiis pant3 were 
light, anil his coat and vest were not very 
d u k , so far as I can remember, but fine line 
gooes, looked pretty new and dark. 
He 
wore small sbirt-studs and a white shirt. He 
had a few day3 previously sent a letter to my 
husband inquiring about Mr. Niles’ business 
affairs, and ho came up about that. Towards 
night he got into Mr. Fuller’s wagon at 
our house and drove down to Mr. Niles’. 
Mrs. Fuller’s folks lived down beyond Nile»’ 
place. Mr. Singleton at this time was wear­ 
ing a watch and chain. 
He always wore a 
gold watch and chain. 
I should fay I hat he 
was 50 or 55 years of age. 
His hair was 
light, not very dark, and sprinkled with a 
little gray. His health was good, so far as I 
ever knew. 
He was a eingle maD, of good 
habits, and never knew of any one seeing him 
intoxicated. He had but two or three, if any, 
upper teeth, and his lower teeth were irregu­ 
lar and poor. vHis letters to my ku.band in­ 
dicated that he was not feeling easy about 
the money that Niles owed him. 
I wrote to 
¿Ir. Singleton for my husband, in answer to 
letter? received from him, and told him that 
probably he had better come and see about it 
for himself, and he came a few days after­ 
wards. When he came up and left te go to 
Niles' on the day I have mentioned, he 
said he wonld 
come 
back in a 
day 
or two or three days and make us a visit, hat 
he never returned afterwards. 
[The elothing 
and boots of deceased were shown witness. ] 
That is the coat he had on at the time, and 
the vest is like it. That is the same over­ 
coat, too, as near as I can tell. 
I think these 
are the boots, He always wore a fine, trim 
boot. When he was at our house the last 
time my husband asked him why he came bo 
quick after we wrote, and be said, “ Oh, 
I don’t know; I feel uneasy and not just right 
about something—as if something bad was 
going to happen.” He said he had such a 
feeling and coaid net throw it off. 
He said 
he could not tell what it was, and guessed it 
was his old fogyism ; but that he felt an un­ 
pleasant foreboding as if something told him 
that something unusual was going to happen. 


MICHAEL CASSIDY 
Testified: I knew James Singleton. Last 
saw him at my place in Lincoln, when he was 
on his way from O sklaai to see Mr. Niles. 
It was five years ago, less two or three 
•months, I thick. I asked him to stay at my 
place, bnt he said he was in a hurry to see 
Mr. Niles on business, but would b 3 back in 
a day or so, and probably stay ovGr night 
with me. I never saw him afterwards. I 
examined the remains this morning found on 
Mr. 
Newton’s — formerly 
Niles’ — place. 


When I got there this morning, at about 9 
o’clock, the remains were still in tha bottom 
of 
the welL 
I helped to carry them 
ouf, and examined them, and searched 
the pockets. 
I found 
three pieces of 
small copper coin in his pockets. There 
was also a watch key and a small-sized pen­ 
knife. These were all in his vest pocket. 
In the fine earth which dropped from the 
skeleton wo found a cuff-button and a small 
Bhirt-stud. 
To the best of my opinion the 
clothes—coat, vest, pants and boot3—were the 
same that SiDgleton had on when ha loft my 
house. I remember the overcoat well, as I 
laughed at him about carrying such a heavy 
one, and he said it was useful where he came 
from. He had the same overcoat on when 
we found him this morning. 
I examined the 
skull after it was taken out, or the pieces that 
are left of it. There was a hole in one piece 
of the skull, and blu-J upon it showed very 
plain and fresh when it was first taken out 
of the earth. The skull was badly fractured 
and found in pieces. 
When Singleton form­ 
erly left here he asked me, as a friend, to 
keep watch as to Niles’ financial matters, 
and if they did not seem all right, or if he 
waB liable to be attached, to telegraph or 
drop him a note. 
Ha subseqnently wrote 
me about the same subject, as my wife has 
testified. I think the remains found are 
those of Jame3 Singleton. 
He was about 5 
feet 6 inches high ; was 48 or 50 years olS, 
and getting gray somewhat; had few, if any 
upper teeth in front. 
He was a fine man, of 
good habits, and well thought of by every­ 
body. 
JOHN CROOK 
Was the next witness, and tes'ified as fol­ 
lows : I knew James Singleton ; last saw him 
about five years ago ; saw him in Lincoln and 
talked with him. He had an overcoat on his 
arm ; I remember that, as it was warm 
weather; it was a kind of brown overcoat; 
did not pay any attention tohis other clothes. 
The overcoat taken out with the remains 
looks like the same one. I never saw Single­ 
ton afterwards, and supposed he was in Ari­ 
zona until this morning ; I had got that im­ 
pression from remarks that have been made, 
G. D. ALDRICH 
Sworn : I knew .Tas. Singleton. Don’t think I 
saw him when he last visited Lincoln, about 
five years ago. IIe was a small man ; I knew 
him intimately and met him very frequently 
when I would go to Sacramento ; he was at 
Toll’s livery ttable, near the Capitol Hotel, 
on K street, between Sixth and Seventh, in 
that city. The li3t two or three talks we 
had our genoral conversation would be upon 
tha financial standing in the neighborhood of 
Niles, Newton and Reeve*. 
He expressed to 
me, as I recollect it, that he had $3,000 or 
upwards loaned out in that neighborhood. 
He 
spoke 
of 
Mr. 
Niles 
as 
having 
considerable or nearly all of his money, 
and as if dissatisfied about it. 
Ha expressed 
no concern about what he had loaned out 
there, except what Mr. Niles had, and, from 
his talk, should infer that Niles had the 
greater portion of it. He declared his inten- 
t'o i of getting his pay from Niles as soon as he 
could. Singleton was an excellent man, so far 
ai I knew him, and of good and sober habits. I 
thmk I had a conversation with him in Sac­ 
ramento but a short time before he cams to 
Lincoln the last time, and he then said he» 
was geing to get his pay from Nil os and put 
it where it was safer. 
I saw the remains 
when examined this mornirg, aodthone clothe j 
seem very bright to my recollection. 
I think 
the remains are those of Mr. Singleton. I 
think so from the absence of upper teeth, the 
arrangement of iho lower enes and size of the 
body. 
I examined the skull when the ex­ 
humation was made. 
It was completely 
broken up, and looked asifitw isstovet ■ nieces 
by some heavy instrument. Thexo 
..othing 
in the well which would have produced this 
effect if he had fallen in there, and my opin­ 
ion is that it was dono and the body thrown 
in afterwards. 
The body I should say was 
found about eighteen feet below the surface 
of the ground.[in the well which has just been 
reopened. This well was on the premises 
formerly owned by Mr. Nile». 
The owner­ 
ship r.f the place changed hands about ten or 
twelve months ago, Mr. Niles selling to Mr. 
Newton. 
I have heard this mattqr talked of 
quietly for the last four years, and have ad­ 
vised with others about it during that time. 
I understand that A. S. Niles had the well 
filled up by one of his hired men. Ddfing 
the four years or more when this matter has 
been talked of and considered by tha neigh­ 
bors, all the circumstances put together 
pointed, it was thought, to the belief that 
Niles had put him out of the way. 


UOLLI3 NEWTON 
Testified: 
I 
was 
well acquainted with 
James Singleton. I became acquainted with 
him about the year 1302, when he first arrived 
in the country. After he had been here 
awhile he went to work for mo, and after 
working about one year went to Virginia, 
City, Nevada, and remained there about nine 
months. Ho then came back aud worked for 
me about three years. 
After knocking abrnt 
awhile he went to work at Toll’s livery stable, 
in Sacramento. He worked there two years 
or more and then went to another livery 
stable in Sacramento and worked a year cr 
so, and then went down to Oakland and into 
the lower counties, sort of resting up. After 
that he was at Lincoln, off and on. He was 
an Irishman by birth. He and Mr. Niles 
came from Wisconsin, overland, together, in 
about 1831 or 1832. They wsre neighbors there 
before they came to this coast. 
Siegleb n 
was 50 to 55 years of age. 
He was about 
five feet six inches in hight, hair light-brown 
and whiskers sandy. 
He wore a number six 
boot, generally of fine quality. 
I have pur­ 
chased boots for him and know about the 
size. 
He wore a number seven coa: se boot. 
As I went to where they were digging out 
the well yesterday they said they had strnck 
tbe leg of a man. I said right away, “ If it’s 
Jim Singleton you will find fee had very poor 
teeth, with one or two old snags in front in 
the upper jaw ; and,” said I, “ he wears a No. 
6 boot if it’s him.” When dug up we found it 
as I have said. The well where he was had 
been caved in and was abandoned. It caved 
in two or three times, aud Niles tried to 
fix it, and when it caved in the last time 
he abandoned it. 
Singleton 
was after­ 
wards placed in the well, and it was filled 
up. I am satisfied that he was placed there, 
and that he did not fall in. He laid on his 
left side, with his feet drawn up somewhat. 
His left arm was nnder him os far as to the 
elbow, and then extended in front, aud his 
right arm was evidently left lying along on 
top of the body. The remains were about 
twenty feet belew the top of tbe ground 
and 
were 
covered 
with 
boards. 
The 
boards 
were 
laid 
bo 
that 
when the 
earth was cleared off and the boards taken 
np the body was left fully exposed and 
looked jnst as if he had been laid there. 
Mr. 
Niles purchased this place in part by pre­ 
emption from the Government and tbe re3t 
from Mr. Sewell. He had this well dug 
some twelve or fifteen years ago. 
It was in 
use several years, and finally bothered him 
by caving in. Had a windmill there for a 
time, and finally the well was abandoned and 
another bored a short distance away. I t was 
filled up about five years ago. 
He sent his 
hired man there to fill it up. 


THE MAN WHO FILLED IT CP, 
Was named Rapp. 
There used to bs a pub­ 
lic highway abcut 20 or 25rodsfrom the well, 
bnt it is changed now. so that thew^ll is lo­ 
cated far cff into the field. I purchased Mr. 
Niles’ farm, upon which the well was situated, 


ast September—one year age. I never asked 
him about Singleton, but my wife often arked 
him where Mr. Singleton could be, and he 
seemed to avoid the subject, but would say 
“ He’s in Arizona,” or something of that 
kind, and that he would come around again 
all right after a while. 
I never had any con­ 
versation with Singleton about how much 
money Niles had of him. 
He told me he had 
most of his money. 
I asked him, once when 
I was in Sacramento, for the loan of 8200, 
and he said he did not have it, but would get 
it from Niles. 
He afterwards reported tome 
that he could not get the money from Niles 
at present. 
I am satisfied that the skull of 
the remains exhumed was broken in by 
a 
blow 
from 
some 
heavy 
weapon, 
which broke the skull in many pieces. There 
were blood stains easily to be seen among 
the hair, on the pieces of skull, when we 
took it out. 
I am fully satisfied these re­ 
mains ara thosa of James Singleton, and do 
not think I can he mistaken. 
Mr. Niles 
brought an open-faced gold watch with him 
across the plains, and he afterwards sold it to 
Singleton about the tima he was at work for 
me. I could swear to the watch now. It was 
an old-fashioned 
bull’s-eye. 
After 
the 
disappearance of Singleton, Niles wore the 
watch, or at least my wife saw him with it 
on, and he remarked to Mrs. Newton that 
when Sioglston was at his house one time be­ 
fore he went away, ho gave the watch to ' >i 
(Niles’) little boy. I first learned of the 
disappearance 
of 
Singleton 
two 
and 
a half 
years 
ago. 
Mr. 
Adams 
men­ 
tioned 
the suspicion. 
When he 
gave 
his 
reasons 
for 
suspicions 
entertained 
I saw that matters looked very dark. 
The 
matter was quietly discussed, and the suspi­ 
cions have grown until one day last winter 
Mr. Reeves came along near this old well 
and remarked, “ I would give §70 to know 
what’s in the bottom of that well.” Ha said 
he believed Singleton was in it as n.ueh as 
that he existed, and told all about his suspi­ 
cions. 
He finally said, “ If you are willing, 
and the neighbors feel like it, we will some 
time dig down and investigate that well.” I 
answered that I was perfectly willing. About 
two weeks ago Mr. Hotchkiss, the Constable, 
mentioned the subject sgiin and asked if I 
was wiilicg that they should go there and dig 
the well open, and I answered yes. 
He 
stated 
that 
he 
had 
communicated 
with 
District 
Attorney 
Lardner, 
and 
they thought of digging it out. 
The fact is, 
it was the general belief among the neighbors 
that Singleton was in it, and that he was put 
there by Mr. Niles, so these men went to 
work, and their search resulted in exhuming 
the body and unearthing the crime. 


L. B. ADAMS 
Sworn : lie related a conversation of Mr. 
Niles, as follows : I asked Mr. Niles about 
four years ago where Singleton was, and he 
said he took him over to Sheridan, where he 
got on to the cars and went to Marysville. 
He afterwards told me that Singleton had 
gone from there to Oakland. Sometime after­ 
wards I had another conversation with Niles, 
and he told me Singleton had gor.e to Ari­ 
zona. The next time we met he told me that 
Singleton had started for the States in very 
poor health, and he did not think that 
he wonld ever live to get there. 
After­ 
wards he 
told 
me 
that 
ho 
thought 
he 
had 
died 
on 
the 
road, 
as 
he 
had heard nothing about him since. He said 
he had been hurt by a runaway team a few 
years before, and he thought that the cause 
of his sickness. A t one time he said that 
Singleton told him at Sheridan, that time 
when he left, where he would find his trunk 
and papers in case ha never heard from 
him. 
Ha did not say whether he had got 
them. He told me this about his papers and 
trunk at our first conversation, I think, after 
Singleton’s disappearance. 
Mr. Reeves told 
mo .about the well being filled np, and other 
circumstances, and these led me to inqu:re of 
Mr. Niles as to Singleton’s whereabouts. 


G. W. FULLER 
Testified: I think I last saw Mr. Singleton 
in November, 1873; I met him on the street 
herein town ; he atked me if he could ride 
down to Niles’ with me, and I told him he 
could; he rode with me, and got out at the 
gate leading to Mr. Niles’ house , he had an 
oveicoat with him, I remember, as he re­ 
marked, when he got out, that he would take 
it off, as he would keep warm walking; his 
under coat and vest were dark, and pants 
light. My mother invited him to come aud 
see us, and he said he would be down right 
after breakfast next morning. 
He didn’t 
come, but we did not think anything of it at 
the time, but two or three days afterward we 
began to wonder where, he was, and as be 
finally failed to appear we very soon had our 
suspicion that he never left Niles’ ranch, and 
held to that belief more or less firmly until 
the present unraveling of the mystery. 


DR. G. L. WADLEY 
Was called and examined the fragments of 
skull from the exhumed remains, after which 
he testified a3 follows: It ¡3 the skui! of a 
human being. 
A bead buried five years 
would not decay so that the skull would fall 
to pieces as this one has, but would remain 
intact. The skull must have been broken in 
pieces by some heavy deadly weapon. Some 
portions arc separated naturally and others 
aro fractures. 
I consider the fractures suffi­ 
cient to have caused death. 


THOMAS BROWN 
Sworn: 
I 
was 
well 
acquainted 
with 
Jame3 Singleton. 
Tho last time I saw 
hint, I believe, was when he rode with 
Mr, Fuller down from Lincoln to near 
Niles’ place, the time he arrived here just 
before his disappearance. 
He then had on, 
in my opinion, the overcoat and black coat 
which has been exhibited here, as exhumed 
with the remains. 
I frequently, after Sin­ 
gleton’s disappearance, questioned Niles as 
to where he was. A t first he told me he had 
been at Sacramento and searched, but could 
not find him. 
lie next told me that he had 
gone to Arizona ; that he (Singleton) had lost 
all his money in Sacramento, and had gone 
to Arizona to make a raise. 
I replied that I 
thought it singular ha should go to Arizona 
to make a raise, as old as he was. 
He then 
said Singleton had got into trouble about a 
woman ; that her husband found them to­ 
gether, and, drawing a revolver, demanded 
bis (Singleton’s) bank-book, and that he lost 
all he had, and the man threatened to shoot 
him if he ever saw him with his wife again. 
I had some dickering with Niles, and in the 
transaction 
he 
was 
to 
get 
me 
two 
horse-collars 
like 
Borne 
he 
had 
got 
for himself from Sacramento. 
He said he 
wrote for them. 
I subsequently spoke to 
him about them, and he said the man was 
busy and could not fill the order promptly- 
I went to Sacramento subsequently, acd saw 
some collars at J . T. Stoll’s. I recognized 
them as being the same man’s make that 
Niles had, and the Rama that he had ordered 
for me. I questioned Mr. Stoll, ard he said, 
after some hesitation, he knew such a man 
as Niles and had traded with him. I asked 
him if he had orders from Niles for collars, 
and he replied no.

I was 
satisfied this wsj'-ftfc.c . placo where Niles 
claimed to have ordered the’ « Jlap sío r me, 
and with other circumstances, I was suspi 
cions, and offered, now two years ago, to give 
§20 towards having 1 his well dug out to see 
if Singleton wa3 not in it. I went to Sacra­ 
mento about two months ago and made some 
investigations. 
I found that a note of Single- 
on’s, made by Al. Woods, payable toSingle- 


ton, had been negotiated by Niles, with ,T, 
T. Stoll, which note was for §130, or therea­ 
bouts. 
Niles received harness, etc., for the 
note. I also found parties there who knew 
Singleton well, and denied that hé had had 
any such trouble at Sacramento about a 
woman, as stated by Niles, or had been re­ 
quired to pay a dollar in any such manner. I 
can identify the remains found in the well as 
those of Singleton. I know them by the 
teeth. 
. 
THE VERDICT. 
A t the conclusion of the testimony the 
jury reviewed the case, and two or three of 
them who were intimately acquainted with 
tbe long-missed man were positive that they 
themselves identified the remains from the 
clothing and in various ways as those of Sin­ 
gleton. Thereupon the following verdict was 
rendered: 
^ In the matter of the inquisition upon the 
body of James Singleton, deceased, we the 
undersigned jurors summoned to appear be­ 
fore J . D. Redfem, Coroner of the county of 
Placer, at Lincoln, on the 17th day of Sep­ 
tember, 1881, to inquire into the cause of 
death, aDd having been sworn according to 
law, and made such inquisition, after inspect­ 
ing the body and bearing the testimony ad­ 
duced, unon our oaths, each and all do say, 
that we find the deceased was named James 
Singleton, a native of Ireland, aged about 
50 years ; that he came to his death about the 
middle of November, 1873, by the blow of a 
deadly weapon on his bead, inflicted by the 
hand of one A. S. Nile», according to onr best 
information aud I xlief, and which was done 
about four miles west of Lincoln, on the 
premises at that time owned by said A. S, 
Niles, in this county; all of which we certify 
to by this inquisition in writing, by us signed 
this 17ch day of September A .l). 1881. 


TIIE MURDERER AND HIS VICTIM. 
Ambrose S. Niles, commonly known as 
Jack Niles, is a man of fine physique, 5 feet 
11 inches or 0 feet high, weighs about 200 
pounds, dark complexion, dark-brown hair 
and same-colored chin-whitkers, dark eyes 
and of good personal appearance. 
While 
living 
at 
Lincoln be was a prominent 
citizen, 
and 
was 
regarded 
until 
the 
present time, by all except the few who 
had suspicions of .this affair, as an honest, 
trustworthy and quiet gentleman. 
He was 
of tetnpsrate habit», and associated with the 
better cla3s of society only. 
Singleton was 
also very highly respected, and enjoyed the 
esteem of all who knew him. 
He was a 
bachelor, aud is not known to have had any 
relatives upon the coast. 
. 


SOME THEORIES OF 
HOW THE MURDER WAS 


COMMITTED. 
Let it now be recalled that the track of the 
wagon ran clcse by the w ell; that from that 
point the horses started to run aw ay; that 
they ran against the windmill, breaking the 
wagon. Let it also be remembered that Niles 
and Singleton were together in Sheridan on 
the day when the latter was last BeeD. David 
Long testifies that lie saw them in the wagon 
together going home from 
Sheridan. 
It 
should also be remembered that the body of 
Singleton had on two coats, showing reason­ 
ably that he was murdered in the night-time 
or in cold weather. 
It qgpears reason­ 
able that Niles murdered him on the way 
home and with the body in the wagon drove 
at once to tha abandoned well. While he 
was eDgaged iu depositing the body in the 
well, the horses, having been kept out all 
day, were restless and started to the stable. 
Finding themselves unguideJ, a runaway en­ 
sued. All this agrees with the fact of the 
track of the wagon near the well. The case, 
however, assumes another aspect in theory. 
Niles may have first killed Singleton and af­ 
terwards conceived the idea of making the 
horses run away, so as to attribute the death 
to 
accident 
from 
the 
runaway. 
But 
the 
death 
of 
Singleton, 
if 
known, 
would 
result 
in 
an 
administration 
of l.l' estate, in which event nothing would 
be gained. This has now the confirmation of 
the partial confession of tho murderer. 
He 
say3 that he threw Singleton’s body in the 
well, but that he did not kill him ; that he 
was killed by being thrown from the wagon 
when the horses ran away. This looks like 
a revival of the original device in th i mind 
of tho murderer to conceal the crime. The 
former Iheerj’, however, seems to be that en­ 
tertained by tho most of those who have 
been on the ground. 
During all the time subsequent to the dis­ 
covery of the body, the search for Niles had 
been most persistent. 
Sheriff Boggs came 
down to Lincoln, and from there to Sacra­ 
mento on Saturday morning. 
When Niles 
sold out one year ago he removed with his 
family—a wife and three, children—to near 
Elk Grove, Sacramento county. 
lie has 
been principally employed since peddling 
spring beds, header 
springs 
and wagon 
cushions for 
his 
brother, 
J. S. Niles, 
of 
Sacramento, 
who 
until 
about 
two 
months ago manufactured 
those articles 
at 
Twelfth 
and 
J 
streets. 
Sheriff 
Boggs 
did 
not succeed in finding his 
man. 
Yesterday morning information was 
received that Niles was at his farm, ten 
miles from this city, 
and four officers 
started early to make the arrest. Meantime 
it was ascertained at Lincoln that Niles had 
attended the fair at Chico and had been 
seen at Gridley, on his way back. 
Yester­ 
day morning the conductor of the Oregon 
tTain informed the representative of the 


I I e c o r d- U n io n that Niles had been eeen at 
Wheatland and that an officer h al started to 
follow and arrest him. 
This news was tele­ 
graphed back to Lincoln from Roseville. 
The following dispatches from Wheatland, 
announcing the arrest of Nilas, were received 
at this office at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon : 


W h e a t l a n d , 
September 18ih.—Deputy 
Sheriff Bevin and your reporter have just 
returned from Lincoln, after delivering Jack 
Nile3 to the officers of that county. 
The ex­ 
citement at Lincoln is intense. 
The people 
for miles around aro in town discussing the 
murder. On the road to Lincoln Niles made 
a confession, as follows : He says that about 
five years ago he and the murdered man. 
James Singleton, went to Sheridan for a load 
of barley. When there they drank some, 
and on the road home they commenced ar­ 
guing about religion. 
They had ho1, words, 
when it came to blows. They both fell from 
the wagon and the horses ran away, Single­ 
ton breaking his 
arm and Niles being 
s'.unned. 
When he (Niies) came to, he 
hnntsd 
for Singleton 
and 
found 
him 
dead. 
Not 
knowing 
what 
to 
do, 
he put him in a well in his (Niles’) field, and 
told the neighbors that Singleton had gone 
away. Your reporter found that the story 
of Niles did not hold good, for on examinirg 
the remains of Singleton at Lincoln—which 
is only his bones—the arms are both sound. 
From Coroner Iledfern your reporter learns 
that the skull is broken in, and it is supposed 
that the cause of death was from a blow on 
the h ad by Niles with some blunt instru­ 
ment. Niles is a man about 4S years old, an 
American, married, and has a family living 
in Sacramento. 
He was formerly a farmer, 
but for the last four years has been in the 
patent bed business. There is great rejoicing 
over the speedy arrest of Niles, and all are 
well pleased, and hope that the mystery vs ill 
be cleared np. 
A. S. NILES ARRESTED. 


W h e a t l a n d (CaL), September 13 b .—De­ 
puty Sheriff Bevin has ju*t arrested Jack 
Niles, who is wanted at Lincoln on a charge 
of murder. Niies passed through town this 
morning, and as saon as Bevin heard of it he 
immediately started in pursuit, and made 
the arrest about five miles frcm town, on the 
road to the foothills. On Bevin nearing 
Niles he (Nile-) stopped his team and went 
into a field about thirty feet and stopped. 


Hewn then arrested him. 
Niles asked on 
what charge, aod on learning that it was 
murder, he turned vary pale. Your reporter 
has interviewed Niles, but he will not talk on 
the subject. 
Deputy Sheriff Bevin will start 
immediately for Lincoln and turn Niles over 
to the officers of 
Placer county. 
Great 
credit is due Bevin for his prompt action, and 
it is hoped by all that justice will be done. 
Later in the day tho arresting officer, with 
his prisoner, arrived at Lincoln. The follow­ 
ing special dispatches from that place give 
the particulars of the events which followed : 


NILEH 
INTERVIEWED—PARTIAL 
CONFESSION. 
L in c o l n, September 1 8 tb .— A . S . Niles, 
tbe alleged murderer, has just been brought 
here by Deputy Sheriff Bevin, of Wheatland, 
where the arrest was made. 
The town is fall 
of people, who have been brought to a high 
state of excitement by the horrid develop­ 
ments of the past few days. These have been 
increaseu by Niles admitting that he put 
Singleton in the well where lie was found, 
but claims he was first killed by a runaway 
team. The evidence against Niles, which at 
first was wholly circumstantial, now seems to 
be conclusive. 


L i n c o ln , September 18th.—A number of 
our prominent citizens went out towards 
Wheatland when the news of Niles’ arrest 
was received here by telegram, to meet him 
and escort him to this place, fearing that he 
might e»oapo from the Deputy Sheriff who 
had him in charge, they knowing him to be 
a powerful man, and thinking that as he 
neared the scene of the awfnl tragedy that 
he might become desperate and attem pt to 
escape. They met him at Sheridan, and 
there found him utterly broken in spirit and 
ready to acknowledge that he buried the vic­ 
tim in the well, but denying that he Blew 
him ; but said that as they were ridicg home 
they got into a dispute on religious matters, 
which was followed by an altercation, in 
which SiDgleton 
struck 
him, and while 
he 
was 
defending 
himself the horses 
took fright 
and 
ran 
away, 
throwing 
both of them out, stunning Niles, and that the 
wheels passed over Singleton’s head, smash­ 
ing his skull. Niles said that after his recov­ 
ery from the shock he examined Singleton 
and found him dead, and fearing that he 
wonld not be believed in stating the above 
facts, and that it would exhaust all the means 
he had to defend himself in any criminal 
charge, which he feared might be brought 
against him, he concluded to throw him into 
the old well near by, and fill it up, which he 
did. The prisoner seems to be completely 
broken down in spirit, and had a long talk 
with E. J. Sparks, a member of the Board of 
Supervisors, giving him a full and detailed 
statement of the whole affair. 
Coroner Red- 
fern, who afterwards talked with Sparks, 
says that the confession inode to Sparks fully 
corroborates all tbe facts developed at the in­ 
quest. Sheriff Boggs and Constable Hotch­ 
kiss started for Auburn with the prisoner at 
about 4:30 p. m., where he ¡R now safely lodged 
in jail, and the people are satisfied to let the 
law take its course. 
A special representative of the R ec o r d- 
U n io n , immediately upon the arrival of Niles 
at Auburu, sought an interview with the 
prisoner and transmitted the report by tele­ 
graph at a late hour this morning. 


INTERVIEW WITH A. S. NILES AT AUBURN BY 


A SPECIAL REPORTER OF THE “ RECORD- 


UNION.” 
[By Telegraph.) 
A u b u r n, September 18:b.—Your reporter 
interviewed Niles iu his cell this evening, 
with but little success, Bince he had decided 
to await the advice of counsel. lie is a na­ 
tive of New York, aged 52. and weighs 190 
pounds. 
He came to California from Wis­ 
consin twenty-two years ago, in company 
with Singleton. He was married ia Oregon 
in 1873, though he has lived most of the time 
ia 
Placer 
county. 
Being 
asked if it 
wa3 true, as reported, that he owed Singleton 
§4,500 at the time of the latter’s disappear­ 
ance, he ¿aid it was not, but that ho owed 
him $100, which was the uiipaid balance of a 
note of §1,000, which he had given Singleton 
without security for borrowed money. 
In 
answer to the question, “ Have you anything 
to say about the tilling of your well ?” he re­ 
plied, “ They know who filled it.” Beyond 
this he would not commit himself. Jle is a 
stoutish, rather ruddy complexioned man of 
more than average intelligence, apparently, 
and his 
answers were given slowly and 
thoughtfully. 
lie looks like a prosperous 
farmer, and there is nothing in his manner 
calculated to lead one to suppose that he 
was the 


MURDERER OF A CLOSE FRIEND. 
He appeared somewhat concerned about the 
arrest coming to the knowledge of his wife. 
From Sheriff Boggs it is ascertained that 
Niles denies murdering Singleton, and gives 
this explanation : 
NileB and Singleton were 
coming 
from 
Sheridan on the former’s 
wagon, which was leaded with barley. A 
discussion arose about convents and their 
management, 
but 
it 
is 
not intimated 
that ary bad feeling was engendered, al­ 
though Singleton was a Catholic. The latter, 
however, for some reason not explained, 
turned and suddenly caught Niles by the leg, 
and this movement frightened the horses, the 
animals being without blinkers. 
The two 
n*n fell forward on the whiffletreee, while 
the team continued oh. Niles, according to 
his 
own 
story, went 
back 
to 
see to 
his companion, 
and ftund him bleeding 
at the head, 
and at first thought he 
was killed; 
but 
he 
noticed 
that tho 
body 
was 
warm. 
He 
then 
pursued 
the team and brought them back, when he 
discovered that Singleton was dead. The 
body was but four or five rods distant from 
the well, and Niies, after some deliberation, 
threw the body in and partly filled up the 
well. 
Upen being questioned as to his mo­ 
tive in thus disposing of the body, he an­ 
swered that by doing so he saved the county 
unnecessary expense. This is Niles’ expla­ 
n a'ion, as your reporter learns it from tbe 
lips of the Sheriff. 
A gold watch and other 
trinkets belonging to the murdered man are 
reported to have found in Niles’ possession 
when arrested. There was considerable feel­ 
ing exhibited at Lincoln that boded no good 
for Niles, shcnld he have remained there till 
dark. The officers say that an effort would 
have been made to take and lyuch him if be 
had not been brought away before night.

In comparison 
with the one yesterday it was light, though, 
as Dr. Bli-s remarked to-night, it was severe 
enough. Boynton said to-night that, com­ 
pared with yesterday, there was a slight 
improvement. The low pulse and temper­ 
ature, sound sleep and freedom from cough 
and expectoration were indications of a very 
low state of vitality, and cannot be consider­ 
ed favorable symptoms 
If he grows stronger 
there will be a rise in his pulse and temper­ 
ature, and his cough and expectoration will 
return. About 11 o clock there was a rise in 
the temperature, and the pulse reached 120. 
The cough has returned and he expectorates 
considerable quantiiies of pus. 
He also had 
considerably perspiration. To-night at about 
6 o’clock he bad a chill lasting ten minutes, 
the pulss reaching 140. 
I t is now 122. 
“ W hat do you think causes the chills?” 
“ It is possible that they are merely a re­ 
flex of the President’s low state of vitality, 
but in all probability they are the result of 
the suppuration process goirg on in some 
part of tha body. 
Probably there is exten­ 
sion of the lung trouble.” 
‘ W hat is the nature of the abscess on the 
lung ?” 
“ It is what we call a secondary abscess. It 
occurs in course of blood poisoning, or rather 
as a complication. 
It is one of the most 
frequent complications of pyiemia. 
It be­ 
gins as a lobular congestion. Each lobule 
of the lung is about the size cf a pin’s head. 
A number of these lobules become congested, 
and after a time suppurate and form as 
many small abscesses. 
By and by this 
congestion extends to the nirroundiDg lobules, 
which in turn suppurate, forming other small 
abscesses. 
If tho patient lives long enough 
these minute abscesses open into each otbcr, 
forming pus sacs about the size of a maride 
or a hen’s egg. 
That portion of the lung 
containing the abscesses becomes consolid­ 
ated, cr hepatized. 
Tbe portion cf the

For several weeks the President has at times 
made satisfactory improvement, but in each 
instance the improvement ha» been followed 
by arel -pre, which has left him or. r, lower 
plana of vitality than before.

The President has a won­ 
derful constitution, but it is doubtful if it is 
sufficient to carry him on t.- recovery.”

long since been deeeitcd, tho Mexicans 
having no means to go below water, which 
was often encountered near tbe surface, 
and like hundreds in Sinaloa and Chihua­ 
hua, are waiting for 
the 
enterprising 
foreigners to erect improved machinery, 
pump out the w ater and resnrne operations. 
Even now the system of mining is iu the 
most crude state, and instead, of steam en­ 
gines and windlass the ore Is brought np 
from tbe bottom of the mines, up notches 
cut for steps, on poles extending from rock 
to rock, upon the shoulders of men hired 
for the purpose.

It the critics who have fonud fault with 
the report of the Prison Investigating Com­ 
mission h id taken the trouble to compre- 
bend the limits of the Commission’s func­ 
tions, they would 
have avoided Eome 
si range mistakes, and at the same time 
would hove been in a position to interpret 
the findings of the report mere intelli­ 
gently to ,th e public. 
The commonest of 
nil the critical blunders made in this con­ 
nection consists in a complaint th at the 
Commissioners have not been sufficiently 
severe in their characterization of the 
. '/its ascribed to the Prison Directors and 
V arden. 
It has not occurred to these 
critics that the Commissioners had nothing 
v .'.atever to do with the implications of 
w hat they discovered. 
Their duty began 
and euded with the setting forth of the 
facts as they existed. 
They were vested 
. th no judicial powers. 
I t wa3 tíbt re­ 
quired of them th at they should inform 
the Governor exactly w hat this or that 
. gleet of duty or breach of law meant. 
business was to find out just what 
the 
Directors 
had 
done, 
aud 
to 
report 
their fiudings to the Governor, 
iiu t inasmuch as no Commission of the 
nd could probably find it possible to 
c vest its conclusions entirely of character- 
iou, so it is apparent that the Prison 
t rnpensioners have in many 
instances 
[ t inted out very plainly the scope aud 
nature of the wrongs committed in the 
'ministration of the State Prisons. 
Had 
l.ey doue nothing of this kind they would 
’ 
u been altogether justified, aud there- 
the criticism directed against the ra- 
•) ri is as unreasonable as it is captious, 
lie : perhaps the most flagrant example of 
this kind of misrepresentation is afforded 
by t ie Examiner, which in a recent article 
observes that “ it is one of the curious 
llntliuiS of the Stale Prison Commission 
“ that 
stealing is 
trivial.” 
Now the 
foundation for this very gross and un­ 
pardonable libel upon the Commission con­ 
sists in the statem ent by them that though 
the amount of certain quasi-pllferiags was 
trivial, the principle governing the cases 
could not recognize any such insignificance 
m this kind of action. 
Tiiat is to say, 
th a t the Commissioners really- expressed the 
preciso opposite of the sentiment ascribed to 
them by the Examiner, W hether the posi­ 
tion of our contemporary be duo to stu­ 
pidity or malice we cannot undertake to de­ 
termine, but whatever the motive it is 
-equally indefensible. 
As regards all these 
criticisms, however, the remark applies 
th at they indicate a total and singular fail- 
uro to comprehend the limits of the powers 
conferred on the Commissioners. 
Tho lat­ 
ter had no authority to do anything. Tney 
could only point out what was wrong, and 
this they have done w ith a thoroughness 
and candor leaving nothing to be desired. 
I t remains for the Governor to take action 
upon their report. 
He alone has the power 
to do so at present. 
It is evident that ac­ 
tion is imperatively called for, hut that is not 
the business of those who drew up tho re­ 
port. 
They have shown wherein wrong 
has been done, and how it can be remedied, 
and if their recommendations are followed 
we have no hesitation in asserting that the 
result will be a complete and lasting re­ 
form of the State Prison system. 


I t has been rumored on “ the stree 
several weeks past th a t a new and import­ 
ant “ deal” in stocks was about to be 
made. 
Circumstances give support to this 
belief, for while the stagnation of the past 
two year3 in the Comstock mines has 
enabled the speculating public to save 
money, no one a t all familiar with Cali­ 
fornian idiosyncrasies imagines th at the 
popular fondness for stock-gambling has 
really disappeared. 
I t is true th at the 
history of the stock m arket has been a 
eerie3 of shocking 
examples, and that 
the folly and futility of th at kind of 
investm ent have been demonstrated so 
clearly th at the wayfaring man, though a 
fool, might have taken the lesson to him­ 
self. B ut warning and exposition have been 
vain, as they always are when w hat seems 
a possibility of acquiring sudden wealth 
is the bait used to laud the simple out­ 
siders. 
A ud 60 it is that the prospect of a 
“ boom” in Sierra Nevada has already 
added a full third to the hypothetical 
value of th at mine, 
and th at despite 
the utter abrer.ee of aoy knowledge of 
encouraging 
developments 
tho 
stock 
is 
held 
up, 
and even mounts from 
day to day. 
It would be impossible to 
find a more striking illustration of the 
truth of the old saying that “ A fool and 
“ his money are soon parted,” than the 
history of the Sierra Nevada mine affords. 
During the past -four years the stock of 
that mine has been as high as S270, and as 
low as §5 a snare ; yet in all that time no 
discovery has been made in it of any con­ 
sequence. The furious excitement, which 
in 1879 carried the stock up to the highest 
figure indicated, was based upon the most 
flimsy and intangible reports, 
Then, a 
now, the management of the mine was in 
the hands of a few persons who were able 
to make whatever concealments or asser­ 
tions they chose; whose statem ents could 
not be trusted ; who were kuown to be 
unembarrassed by scruples; 
aud 
who 
were the very last men alive to adm it the 
public to a share of any benefits which 
they were iu a position to monopolize. 
None of these obvious considerations, 
however, caused any one to hesitate. 
Tne 
public plunged headlong into the market, 
aud were plundered, as a m atter of course. 
Tiie collapse of Sierra Nevada a t th at time 
was so complete th at it really looked as 
though the Comstock lode was played out. 
A t all events the dupe3 had been impover­ 
ished for a time, and it was absolutely nec­ 
essary to give them a breathing space. 
From th at time until the present very lit­ 
tle has been done on California and Pine 
streets in the way of stock gambling, and 
the community generally has felt the ad­ 
vantage of the change. 
The most whole­ 
some belief possible was the belief that the 
Comstock was virtually exhausted. 
This 
idea turned capita; into legitimate enter­ 
prises, released it from tho feverish and 
mischievous 
gambling 
arena, 
and 
spread it abroad over the State. 
B at 
it now appears th at the sunke was only- 
scotched, 
not 
killed, and 
th at 
the 
passion 
for speculation 
is 
as 
capable of being roused into activity as at 
auy former time. 
The selection of Sierra 
Nevada as the mine through which the 
public are to be once more bled, shows 
of itself how utterly independent of reason 
the gambling mania is. 
For Sierra Nevada 
has been one of the most costly aad un­ 
productive mines od the lode. 
Up to this 
day there have been sixty-nine assessments 
levied on its stock, and it has paid eleven 
dividends. 
The stockholders have paid out 
$4,550,000 for the alleged development of 
the mine, and they have received in return 
the scarcely satisfactory sum of $102,500. 
Those are the bottom facts about Sierra 
Nevada ; yet it is such a mine which is 
now selected as the basis for a “ deal ” by 
which the shrewd manipulators of the 
market confidently expect to secure the 
lion’s share of the public savings of the 
last two years. 
Four mil'ions and a half of dollars have 
already been sunk in Sierra Nevada. 
Two 
years ago its stock v. as up to $270, and 
when it collapsed it ruined thousands. 
Thai immense gambling operation was 
based upon nothing, as everybody now 
knows ; yet in the teeth of th at experience 
it is only necessary to set afloat a rumor 
about a ‘1 rich development,” and the sim­ 
ple public rush forward again with their 
new earnings and implore the manipulators 
to fleece them. 
There is in the present 
stories about Sierra Nevada no foundation 
of fact so far as any outsider knows. There 
Í3 but one natural presumption in such a 
case, and th at is that the alleged rich strike 
is a Action, put abroad expressly to deceive 
the unwary. 
There is not, in short, one 
iota of evidence in support of the current 
reports. 
No experienced stock broker puts 
the least confidence in them. 
But it is ex­ 
pected th at the public will as usual be 
foolish enough to believe the coarse and 
clumsy inventions, and that they will 
hand out their money and so enable the 
“ d eal” to be made. 
The purpose of the 
whole movement Í3 but too plain. 
It is a 
conspiracy to dupe and rob the public, No 
weight whatever can be allowed to any 
reports emanating from Virginia City at 
such a time. 
Nothing th at Mr. Fair says 
is entitled to the least belief in this con­ 
nection. 
But it is already evident that 
there are fools enough in the community 
to run the stock up far beyond auy ra­ 
tional warrant, and that in the end these 
fools will leave their money in the pockets 
of the manipulators, and will have for 
their trouble nothing but an experience 
which is certain to be useless to their kind. 
I t seems hopeless to teach these headlong 
gamblers wisdom, but it is none the les3 
the duty of the pre?3 to point out the 
dangers which they are incurring, and to 
give them the opportunity of avoiding the 
fate of the moth in the candle.

THE STORY OF A .MILLIONAIRE. 


Nearly eighty years ago a poor boy, about 
eight years of age, began hts business life 
by vending cakes in the streets of Kidder­ 
minster. 
Oa Thursday, June 16, 1881, 
that whilom cakt -merchant died at Erding- 
ton, near Birmingham, full of years and 
honors, a millionaire in fortune, but leav­ 
ing behind him wliat is more priceless than 
tiutold gold, the reputation oi a blameless 
life, and vast educational establishments 
built under his own personal inspection 
and endo wed at bis sole cost. 
Born on the 23d of February, 1795, in 
Mill street, Kidderm inster, Joeiah Mason 
was the second son of a poor carpet weaver, 
■o peor that he could only afford to send bis 
chiid for a few months to a dame-school in 
the cottage next his own ; and, as we have 
said, a t 8 years old the boy was compelled 
to face the world on his own account, sell­ 
ing oak i s from door to door. 
A fter a time 
he ventured on a higher iliglit, and having 
procured a donkey, with paniers, he pur­ 
sued the calling of a dealer iu fruits and 
vegetables, till he had reached his 15th 
year. 
Tired of street life, and largely in­ 
fluenced by a desire to tarry at home with 
a sick 
brother, Josiah taught himself 
8hoemaking ; but, as he ofttn said in after­ 
life, although he used the best leather and 
put into it his best work,- he could not 
make it pay, and so gave it up. 
Mean­ 
while he had beeu trying hard at self­ 
improvement, being helped to a knowledge 
of the art of writing by attendance at 
various Sunday schools. 
From 15 to 20, he tried his hand suc­ 
cessfully at various occupations, includ­ 
ing shop-keeping, baking, carpentering, 
blacksmith’s work, house-painting, and 
finally his father’s old trade of carpet- 
weaving. 
PLsolved to try a wider field for 
enterprise, he removed to Birmingham, 
where ho fell in love w ith and married his 
consin, Anne Griffith, a nmun prolonged 
in mnlual confidence and happiness fifty- 
three years. 
Some one who knew his 
character and circvmitances took him to 
Mr. Harrison, split-ring manufacturer, of 
Lancaster 
street, Birmingham, 
saying, 
“ This is the very man you w ant.” 
Mr. 
Harrison, disappointed probably by many 
previous applicants, rather coldly remarked, 
“ I have had a good many young men come 
here, but they were afraid of dirtying their 
fingers.” 
Young Mason, who had been 
standing quietly in the background, raised 
his hands, and, looking at his extended 
fingers, said, with a quaint humor that 
characterized him throughout life, “ Are 
you ashamed of dirtying yourselves to get 
your own living ? ” 
This unstndied touch 
of nature so impressed Mr. Harrison that 
he at once closed w ith his visitor, to whom 
he sold his business twelve mouths later 
for £500, Mr. Mason being able to pay for 
it out of his first year’s profits. 
The story of Josiah Mason’s business life 
thenceforward reads like a chapter from a 
fairy tale. 
Inventing a machine for bevel­ 
ing hoop rings, he so reduced the cost and 
increased the speed of manufacturing them 
th at a olear gain of £1,000 resulted from 
its first year’s use. 
The first machine so 
constructed was made in 1825, and was 
until very recently still in use in the large 
works at Lancaster street. 
To the split- 
ring trade Mr. Mason quickly added that 
of making steel penB. 
Jam es Perry, of 
Manchester and London, bad been the 
first maker of 
these, preceding by a 
short time the earliest Birmingham mak­ 
ers. 
The two -latter had begun to make 
the slit in their pens by machinery,while in 
Mr. Perry’s the slit was made by means of 
a hammer. 
At that time nine pens were 
sold upon a card for three and sixpence ; 
and one of theBe falling into Josiah Mason’s 
hands, he set about devising improvements, 
and the same evening made three pens, 
which he sent in a letter—for which he had 
to pay ninepence postage—to Mr. Perry. 
That gentleman at once saw the value of 
the improvement, hastened to Birmingham, 
and had an interview with Mr. Mason, who 
from that time onward became the sole 
maker of the pens sold under Terry’s 
name. 
The trade a t first was of very 
modest proportions, the old account-books 
showing that in 1S29 and 1830 orders 
were execnted by twenty or thirty gross 
a t a time, from'which the concern grew 
until Mr. Mason became the largest pen- 
maker in the world. 
In 1S30 twelve work­ 
people were employed in Lancaster street, 
and 112 pounds of steel were thought a 
large quantity to roll for a week’s con­ 
sumption. 
In 1874, toward the close of 
Mr. Mason’s connection with the works, 
nearly a thousand persons were employed, 
the quantity of steel rolled every week for 
pen-making exceeded three tons, and about 
sixty tons of pens were constantly in move- 
meut throughout the building, in one or 
other of the many stages of manufacture. 
The significance of these figures will be 
better understood when we add that there 
• are probably a million and a half of pens 
to a ton.—[Cassell’s Magazine.

BAELY FALL FASHIONS—HINTS OF HEW 
STYLES. 


Crinoline and the Hoop—Velvet and Flushes 
— Trimmings and Flow ers- 
Some Boyal Costumes. 


It ia safe to say that there will be no 
startling changes in fashions this fall. 
Crinoline lights stubbornly for existence, 
and will probably be worn to some extent, 
though not universally. 
The small hoop 
is decidedly the favorite, and it is often 
only by the swing of the dress that one 
can detect its presence. 
Parisians wear 
tonrnures of crinoline rather than hoop- 
skirts. 
Models tor dreBses sent from Paris 
are narrow as ever as to the foundation, 
the bouffant appearance at the back being 
given by the arrangement of tho drapery. 
tShirring promises to bold its own, and will 
appear for fall and winter on the soft silks 
of the period, after the same fashion now 
used for mulls. 
A favorite style has half 
the skirt and more than half the bodice 
closely gathered. 
A very usual mode of 
making the skirt is with two deep flounces 
cut on the straight, and quite half a yard 
deep headed by gatherings, say from six 
to eight. 
The bodice meets the top 
flounce, so as to appear to be cut en Prin­ 
ces/te, but from the waist to join there is a 
succession of close-set gatherings. 
The 
bodice has a gathered circular piece at the 
throat, reaching to the shoulders. 
This is 
adapted only for Blight figures. 
MERVTLLECX STRIPES 
W ill be much used for trimming. A pretty 
mode of using these is to put an edging of 
the stripe down the front of the bodice 
and tunic, while the skirt has a kilting 
either of the stripe alone or of the plain 
and striped material alternately, the latter 
falling between each fold and showing witb 
every movement of the wearer. 
Pretty 
little drawn capes of the dress material 
are very fashionable abroad, and will prob­ 
ably be the first wrap worn here in the 
coming autnmn. 
Velvet plushes will divide favor for com­ 
bination with handsome fabrics of all sorts, 
brocades, satins of various kinds, cloths 
aad soft, fine woolenB. Tiger plush is again 
to the fore, and a new plush is shown in 
alternate stripes of thick plash and woven 
fringe above fringe of peudaut tassels. 
Ombre satins are again seen, and a novelty 
in these show stripes with tiny sprays of 
flowers in contrasting shades. 
Some of 
the Oriental and Egyptian patterns are 
very original, and a quaint idea is that of 
dull, green leaves on a sapphire ground, 
w ith large beetles, just touched with red, 
scattered liberally over the surface. Among 
the oddities may be classed Japanese pict­ 
ures, birds’ ne6ts and a border with pea­ 
cocks introduced. 
Less outre and fully as 
effective is a beautifully finished design of 
pansies in fenilies mortes tints on a dark 
ground, or in shaded grays for half-mourn­ 
ing. 
CONDOR BROWNS, 
Dull reds, dark greeus and a great deal of 
dead old gold appear among new shades. 
Ib c latest blue is porcelain, the identical 
shade of old China, and yet another nov­ 
elty in blue shows a tint more gray than 
blue, unless when contrasted with a pos 
itive gray or with black, when the blue 
tin t stands out unmistakably clear and 
distinct. 
Cloth dresses are to be the thing 
for street wear. 
Early in the season they 
will be trimmed with velvet or plush, and 
later on with bands of fur, with muff and 
hat to match the fur trimming. 
Dark 
green, dark blue and browns of all shades, 
From wood color to seal, will figure in these 
suits, together with the pretty cheviot pat­ 
terns which have had such a “ run” of 
late. 
Trimmings bid fair to be as gorgeous 
as ever. 
The iridescent fringes and gimps 
are wonderful in their brilliancy, and but­ 
tons and neckties are seen to match every 
tint. 
Large squares of net for drapery 
are richly embroidered with fine cut jet, 
jot and steel, iridescent pearl, the last be­ 
ing most effective by gaslight. 
Flowers 
are made up in a solid surface, say half a 
yard deep, and are laid transversely across 
the front of the dress, epaulettes of flowers 
being a decided novelty. 
Birds are worn 
as well as flowers, and a wealthy bride ap­ 
peared recently at a French chateau in a 
cream brocaded velvet, with a tablier of 
opal and pearls ; the trimmings, plaitings, 
flounces, etc., lined with pale pink ; a mass 
of delicate humming-birds having appa­ 
rently flown upon the entire front.

Is spreading rather than decreasing, and at 
weddings especially living flowers are pre­ 
ferred to artificial ones. 
Thus at a late

formed of narrow muslin flounces mixed 
w ith tulle, which had the aoftest effect pos 
aible.

The brightness of the comet in­ 
creased asthe balloon ascended, this increase 
of brilliancy being very marked. 
The tail

from the earth’s surface, but most remark­ 
able was the manner in which it termi­ 
nated, for it was cut off straight, as if a 
line was drawn over it horrizontally with a 
ruler. 
The appearance of the tail was as 
if produced by myriads of large stones 
traveling in planetary space independently 
of the comet, and having no other connec­ 
tion with it than that of being temporarily 
lighted by the rays which its atmosphere 
had caused to deviate, more or leas, from 
their natural course. 
This m ultitude ef 
fragments of worlds would, therefore, pro- 
duóe the same effect as dust lighted by a 
ray of sunlight adm itted into a dark room 
through a crevice.
